HAGGARD TELLS HIS 
STORYTO THE JURY 

Declares He Believed Ben Good 

Had Wrecked HU Home and 

He Cqi4#»'| SUnd It Lon««r

\\inche|ter. Ky., Sept. 14.— 
Rodney Haggard took the stand 
in his own dctensc today in the 
trial in which he is charged with 
the murder of Hen Good. 

Following the outline of his de- 
fense as presented by his chief at- 
torney. Judgo J. M. Benlon, Hag- 
gard told of finding a note that his 
wife had written, of the blotter 
with GotKl's name show inij on it. 
He said that he believed ( iood had 
wrecked his honu- and that lio had 
ju'-t gotten to a point tliat he 
coiild stand it no longer. He said 
that he had tried to avoid Good, 
but when he did run into him shot 
him.

Virgil Lary stated that Clar- 
ence Btoomfield and Ben Good 
were seated in an automo|)ile in 
front of the Wheller and Renaker 
confectionery store on Main 
street at about'7;15 o'clock Fri- 
day, .\upust 27th — Good called to 
him (the witness). Up to that 
time he had not seen Haggard. 
The car was facing north. He 
(Lary) was standing with his foot 
upon the running board, aboot^O 
niiiuites and invited the boys'to 
have a drink with him. 

Good got ont of the car on the 
side next to the confectionery 
and Blotini field on the other side. 
Lary and Good approached the 
door of the confectionery. Hag- 
gard was standing there, and 
struck Good, knocking'him across 
the pavement four or five feet, 
where he landed on his hack. Lary 
said. 

.Xccordini,^ to Lary, (iood raised 
his fool and kicked al Haggard to 
protect himself; Haggard took 
hold of Good's foot : Lary thought 
he meant to strike Good again 
and he (Lary) seized him from 
the rear, whereupon Haggard fir- 
ed the shots that struck Good, the

Lary said it appeared that Hag- 
gard struck the first blow with his 
fist, as he saw no gun. He heard 
no words prior to the shooting, 
and was by the side of Good, and 
thought he would have heard

Haggard asked him "What did 
you bring him up here' in my face 
for?" After the shooting while 
Lary was hold of Haggard, Good 
arose to his feet, staggered 
aroimd the corner and fell.

ticed his coat was on tire near 
where the wounds »in the body 
\\ ( 1 1- lorateil. Dr. Lyon identified 
the clothing worn by Good at the 
time of the shooting, and showed 
that tiiev w ere pou der-burne<l. 
'i he patient died shortly after 
midnight. 

Dr. I'".. P. Gnerrant 'lescril.ed 
the wounds, and said that Good 
died as the result of a lacerated 
artery from the l)nll<'t wounds. 
Hr. Guerrant said (iootl's upper 
lip was severed. He (pr. Guer- 
rant ) t o( >k one stitch to close the 
lacerated lip. 

Dr. Lyon was recalled and tohl 
of the lip wotm*l, which" he said 
was half an inch in length.

C ross-examined. Dr. Lyon said

screen door. he saw Haggard 
st.anding 'over Good and saw the 
Hash of three shots. 

Earlier in the evening about 25 
minutes before 7 o'clock. t\ie wit- 
ness said. Good came into the 
store, drank a coca-cola, and ord- 
ered a sandwich wrapped up, say- 
ing he" would call for it later. Good 
went to the phone. Haggard 
came in and ordered a lunch. Good 
went out. saying: "I'll be back la- 
ter after my sandwich." The wit- 
lu-ss said the men did not speak. 
Haggard finished his lunch, paid 
for it and bought a cigar. Later,] cessed- 
alxmt .'^ mimites before the shoot-] judge 
ing. I laggard returned and 
bought a second cigar. Ju«t after 
Haggard left, the shooting occur- 
red. After the shooting witness 
saw Good get to his feet and stag- 
ger around the corner, clutching 
to Ins side and saying "Oh!"

Judge Benton said only a "skel- 
eton case" had been presented so 
far, comparing the evidence of the 
prosecution with an artist's work, 
who made sketches with a pencil 
and left only an outline of the 
real picture. Judg^ Benton charg- 
ed that Ben Good "had a reputa- 
tion for popularity among ^oung 
married women of which he was 
rather proud." 

Ther- speaker said the fact that 
Rodney Haggard's father in. 1901 
took his own life would have a 
significance in the case. 

He said that Rodney Haggard 
was left fatherless at 12 years of 
age, that he became an industri- 
ous and prosperous young law- 
yer. He married Nancy Mullins 
about four and one-half years ago 
lived Jiappily until about the last 
of .\pril, 1920. 

Judge Benton said Haggard 
(his home broken up) had gone to 
a restaurant to get a meal. He 
said after Haggard ate his lunch 
he went into the pool room and 
read the evening paper and later 
returned and bought another ci- 
gar and started to his rooms 
when the shooting occurred. 

Later, in May, when Haggard 
returned from Lexington he 
found a note on the door saying 
she (Mrs. Haggard) had gone to 
the tent show with Mr. and Mrs. 
Himt Hadley. Haggard went to 
the show and saw her seated with 
Ben God. 

Judge Benton said in June wlien 
Rodney was away from home 
Ben Good was seen by Mr. and 
Mrs. Cliarles Long and Mrs. Dal- 
las Lawrence to go up steps lead- 
ing to the Haggard apartments. 
He stayed there at least 15 to 20 
minutes. 

Judge Benton said Haggard 
found fragments of a note in the 
handwriting of his wife with the 
words, "Say. Kid. leave the chil- 
dren with Mrs. Locknane and 
come down to Polly's. N. S. and 
B- G. will be there, and I promised 
to have you there at least 10 min- 
utes."

"I shot a man ; it was my duty," 
Keeton is said to have replied, as 
he was taken to a cell..' He talked 
no more of the traged\ e.Kcept to 
state he did not know how bad 
Powell was hurt, when asked by 
the jailer if he had killed him. 
Keeton later said that Powell had 
struck him. in the face.

Bank bench, ' he (witness) and 
Lary walked to the confectionery 
corner and then went to Dr. 
Lyon's office, but coulA not get 
in. 

Witness, in answer to a ques- 
tion of defendant's lawyer, de- 
nied that he and Lary were fol- 
lowing Haggard down the street 
after the shooting.
